ules used are given dates at one 
week intervals beginning April 
25. Taxpayers are requested to 
return the schedules by the dates 
listed to prevent a rush of tax- 
payers to the assessor's office in. 
the last days before the May 31 
deadline. If you don't want to 
stand in line, return the sched- 
ule on the request date. 
The penalty imposed after May 


81 is a stiff one set by law. Han- 
dell said that if the schedule is not 
returned, 
the 
assessor's 
office 


takes last year's assessment and 
increases it by 50 per cent. How- 
ever, the office .us«s the current 
year's value on all automobiles 
and trucks, so at least the auto 
depreciation isn't included.

U.S. Headed For All-Time 
Record Prosperity: Weeks 
Commerce 
Secretary 
Optimistic 


Tells Germans to 
Disregard Tales 
Of a Depression 


HANOVER, Gerany <JP)~ 


U. S. Secretary of Commerce 
Sinclair Weeks said here to- 
day 1955 may bring all-time 
record prosperity for the 
American people. 


In an address prepared for the 


Hannover Industrial Fair, Weeks 
also said the U. S. will have to 
step up its imports, particularly of 
raw materials and food. 


He told German economic lead- 


ers not to listen to voices saying 
that American-private economy is 
hea'ded for a depression. 


"The prospect right now is that 


1955 will be better than 1954 and 
may even beat 1953, the year of 
all-time record 
prosperity," he 


said. 


Gives Figures 


He based his optimistic outlook 


on these latest figures: 


1. The gross national product' 


(goods and services) shows an,an- 
nual rate of 369 billion dollars and 
will rise to 500 billion dollars by 
1965. 
• 


2. U. S. households numbering 


46,800,000 own more than 4&y2 mil- 
lion automobiles. 


3. Productivity is increasing by 


about 3 per cent a year, while 
America's population, now nearly 
165 million, is growing at the an- 
nual rate of 2.7 million. 


4. .The U. S. construction boom 


is breaking all records; personal 
income and- reports on business in 
the first quarter top. all previous 
highs. 


"The people of the United States, 


through investment, travel, trade 
and other forms of cooperation 
hope to share their abundance 
with our European friends and,' in 
turn to buy more of Europe's 
goods and services," he said. 


Weeks proposed further -simplifi- 


cation of U. S. customs procedures 
and other action to facilitate trad- 
ing. 


"The American public is not in 


the mood to eliminate tariffs in 
favor of those nations that show 
scant inclination to remove their 
own impediments to American in- 
vestment and trade," he added.

Ford II Favors 
Prosperity Plan 


Cautions Against 'Rigid 
Freezing' of Labor Pattern 


NEW YORK (#)—Henry Ford n, announcng a 625-million-dollar, 


three-year expansion program for the Ford Motor Co., says he favors 
a new kind" of prosperity insurance for workers. 


He told the Bureau of Advertis-j 


ing of the American Newspaper 
Publishers Assn. Thursday night 
that his company's spending plans 
for new plants 
and 
equipment 


means "we are building for the 
future every day." 


Apparently with the proposed 


guaranteed annual wage in mind, 
he said the word "security" does 
not 'scare him and added: 


Businesslike Plan 


"Perhaps what is needed is a 


new kind of prosperity insurance 
policy based on a reasonable, bus- 
inesslike, "pay-as-you-go plan, with 
limited and predictable costs." 


Ford's company currently is bar- 


gaining with the CIO United Auto 
Workers on a union demand for 
a. guaranteed annual wage — a 
guarantee 
of pay for so many 


weeks a year even if their are 
seasonable layoffs. 


In commenting on the negotia- 


tions, Ford said: 


"I'd 
like to make it perfectly 


clear that nothing I say in this 
connection should be interpreted 
as representing a Ford Motor Co. 
position either for or against the 
guaranteed annual wage." 


In Detroit, Waiter P. Reuther, 


CIO president and auto workers' 
head, said: 


"We are prepared to discuss the 


soundness, the justice and the 
merits of our demands across the 
bargaining tabie. I hope Mr. Ford 
will meet his responsibility by par 
ticipating in these negotiations . . 
I hope Mr. Ford will join us at an 
early date." 


Kxpamls Views 


Ford, in his taix, said he is in- 


terested 
in steady 
employment 


"not just because unemployment 
might lose me some customers." 


"I realize," he said, "how much 


a real sense of job security would 
promoU the psychology of optim- 


ism and well-being which will keep 
us moving forward at top speed . ." 


But he cautioned against any 


rigid freezing of the labor pattern. 


"I, for one," he said, "am 


highly impatient with . . . some 
union leaders who stand resolutely 
against progress, who resist the 
introduction of new machines and 
methods, who seek to preserve ob- 
solete trades and skills, who gen 
erally are wedded to the mean 
and miserly concept of a mature 
economy that's going nowhere — 
in short, the advocates of guar 
anteed annual stagnation." 


Inoculated 
Polio Cases 
Rise to 17 


Surgeon General 
Reiterates Faith 
In Salk Vaccine 


WASHINGTON Iff)—Cali- 


fornia's post-inoculation out- 
break of polio stood at 12 
cases today, raising to 17 the 
number of treated JJ. S. chil- 
dren known to have contract- 
ed the disease. 


But Surgeon General Leonard 


Scheele, who heads the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health 'Senfice, reiterated his 
confidence in the Salk polio vac- 
cine and added: 


"There is nothing unusual about 


the polio picture across the na- 
tion. It follows very closely to the 
five-year median." 


Report 106 Biases 


Without-reference to the vaccine, 


the health .service said it had re- 
ports of 106 new polio cases in 
47 states last week, compared with 
117 for the nation in the compar- 
able week last year. Such reports 
are made weekly. 


In a special tabulation, the serv- 


ice listed 11 cases in which chil- 
dren who had received their first 
shot of the vaccine had contracted 
polio, but the California 
State 


Health Department recorded six 
additional cases on which reports 
had not yet reached Washington. 


The total thus included 12 in 


California, two in Idaho including 
one fatality, and one each in Chi- 
cago, Denver and Columbus, Ga. 


All But One 


All except the Georgia child had 


received inoculations with vaccine 
prepared by the Cutter Labora- 
tories of Berkeley, Calif. All un- 
used supplied issued by that com- 
pany have been withdrawn. 


A "very exhaustive investiga- 


tion" is now under way to deter- 
mine whether the Cutter vaccine 
was in any way at fault, or wheth- 
er all of the affected youngsters 
had contracted the disease before 
receiving the shots. Most sickened 
less than a week after the shots 
although polio normally takes 10 
to 14 days to develop after ex- 
posure. 


The investigation involves labor- 


atory tests among other things, 
and there was no indication how 
soon conclusive results might be 
available. 


In Georgia a 6-year-old boy de- 


veloped bulbar polio four 
days 


after he received a shot of vaccine

• In Paris, the F r e n c h News 
Agency reported in a dispatch 
from Saigon that the dead and 
wounded—both civilian and mili- 
tary—in the fighting that broke 
out Thursday totaled 1,000. 


The Premier issued his victory 


statement as the national army an- 
nounced its shock troops had driv- 
en Binh' Xuyen forces from the 
Van Cam Theater, the last msjer 
rebel stronghold guarding the ap- 
proaches to the society's headquar- 
ters outside Cho Lon. 


Diem appealed to the free world 


for aid in maintaining South Viet 
Nam's independence. 


Blow Up Bridge 


The withdrawing rebel forces 


blew up a bridge across the Chi- 
nese Arroyo—a canal between Sai- 
gon proper and Cho Lon—and then 
spread out along the banks of the 
arroyo. The rebel headquarters 
was reported in flames from army 
artillery. 


Small fights raged in various 


sections. Extra Marines were post- 
ed at the American Embassy.

WASHINGTON ai—Special Am- 


bassador J. Lawton Collins hurried 
back today to his post in southern 
Indochina where a civil war be- 
tween government and rebel forces 
is raging. 


He wound up a week of urgent 


review of the Indochina outlook 
with a farewell conference with 
Secretary of Stale Dulles late 
Thursday. 


As he left by plane. Collins was 


understood to be under instruc- 
tions to'continue supporting the 
government of Premier Ngo Diem, 
which is locked in a bloody battle 
with a group of rebels known as 
the Binh Xuyen. 


The big scale fighting broke out 


while Collins was in Washington 
reporting on pressures which al- 
ready were heavy against Diem. 


The state department was un- 


derstood to be hoping that the 
shooting would end quickly, lest it 
plunge southern Viet Nam into 
chaos. 


The department is reported to 


have told Bao Dai. the Viet Nam. 
chief of state, that he ihould not 
try to impose a new government 
but should let the Vietnamese de-

commercial chanels in 


two weeks or a month. More likely 
it will be longer. 


Last week Health S e c r e t a r y 


Oveta Culp Hobby called a meet- 
ing in Washington of dozens of 
medical men and health officials 
to set up a voluntary program of 
commercial distribution that will 
be fair to everyone. 


Everyone By Aug. 1 


They said that Jay Aug. 1 enough 


vaccine will be ready to inoculate 
every child in the country under 
10—the age range most susceptible 
to the disease. 


The. National Foundation for In- 


fantile Paialysis, which backed the 
development ot the Salk vaccine, 
has first call on what is produced 
by the six participating pharma- 
ceutical companies. 


The foundation has o r d e r e d 


enough vaccine for nine million 
children, enough to cover all chil- 
dren in the first and secodn grades 
of all public, parochial and private 
schools. 


That is what the foundation is 


distributing now, free of charge. 


It started in the South, because 


the polio season starts earlier 
there It worked northward through 
the states and now expects to com- 


plete the job—including Alaska— 
by May 6. 


What the pharmaceutical houses 


produce above this requirement ia 
what will go into commercial chan- 
nels. The firms will aell it like 
any other drug they produce. 


You Must Fay 


If your children are preschool 


age, or older than first and second- 
graders, you will have to pay to 
have them immunized. 


A tiny amount of Salk vaccine 


has been distributed to private 
doctors, but it was only a token 
shipment. 


It apparently was sent out by 


three of the six companies- -Cutter 
Laboratones, of Berkeley, Calif.; 
Parke. Davis, of Detroit; and Pitt- 
man-Moore, of Zionville, Ind. 


The Cutter vaccine has been 


temporarily impounded all over the 
country because several children 
who received it came down with 
polio within a week. 


An exhaustive recheck of the 


safety of the Cutter vaccine ia un- 
der way, although the polio cases 
could be just a coincidence. The 
children could have contracted 
polio before they got the shots. 


Even before that. Cutter stopped 


commercial shipments after the in- 
itial one on April 12. Parke, Davia 
and Pittman-Moore also stopped. 
They are awaiting the recommend- 
ations of a special national advi-" 
sory committee set up by Secre- 
tary Hobby to recommend the best 
way to distribute this vaccine 
privately.

come. I don't make much money 
and I have a hard time supporting 
th* two of us. 
-"I wonder if it would be wrong 


to ask for an old age pension for 
him. My relatives say it is a dis- 
grace to abandon your parents and 
that if I asked for a pension every- 
one would look down on, us as a 
'charity case.1 


"But I feel like a slave. I work 


hard all day and at night I come 
home- to a dingy little flat reeking 
•with tobacco smoke and liniment 
and there is just no money for 
recreation, I am near ;to, losing 
my love for my father because I 
f«el so trapped. 


"He likes to have his old cronies 


over at night and I get so tired 
of their talk.

The Doctor Says 


Shingles Is Usually More 
Uncomfortable Than Serious 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D.

So far as I know there have been 


no astonishing new developments 
regarding .the origin or treatment 
of 
that 
uncomfortable disease 


known as shingles or herpes zoster. 
Nevertheless correspondence indi- 
cates that this disorder is by no 
means are and deserves .renewed 
discussion from time to time. 


Herpes is probably caused by a 


virus and has been experimentally 
transferred from person to person. 
Also the disease has a strange re- 
lation to chicken pox which is a 
known virus disease. It has been 
noted, for example, that small epi- 
demics of herpes may occur at the 
same time as chicken pox. Also 
there are reasons for believing that 
once in a while a person can devel- 
op chicken pox from contact with 
a patient with shingles and the 
other way around. There is. how- 
ever, as yet no vaccine against 
shingles. 


HEIJPES IS SHOWN BY a pain- 


ful, acute inflammation of the skin 
accompanied 
by 
characteristic 


blisters. It involves only that part 
of the skin which is reached by 
certain nerves. It occurs on one 
side of the body only and is partic- 
ularly frequent around the chest, 
just over and parallel to the ribs, 
and on the forehead, face and low- 
er back and abdomen. 


The blisters (which appear sev- 


eral days after the pain starts) be- 
gin to open and dry up in a few 
days and finally disappear alto- 
gether. 


JX THE YOUNG and middleaged 


this usually ends the matter, but 
in older people severe neuralgic 
pains often last for months. In 
elderly people shingles may be a 
long-lasting affair, causing a great 
deal of suffering, taxing the pa- 
tience of the victim, and present- 
ng a truly difficult problem. 
Herpes often develops with or 


immediately after acute infections 
like pneumonia or meningitis; it 
can come in epidemics, or without 
any ctuu<e which can b« identified. 


MAST KINDS of trMtnttnt havt, 


been used for shingles with greater 
or lesser degrees of success. Ex- 
ternal treatment involves the use of 
soothing preparations. X-ray treat- 
ments have value in some. When 
herpes appears on the forehead, 
it can move down into the eye and 
this can be a most serious and 
painful condition. The antibiotics 
(.or some of them) may turn out to 
be a real value in treatment—es- 
pecially if given early in the course 
of the disease. Other methods have 
their advocates but in the majority 
recovery occurs anyway, regard- 
less of treatment. 


In long-lasting nerve pain follow- 


ing shingles, nerve injection or sur- 
gery may have to be tried. Except 
for those who have neuralgia after 
an acute attack the disease is more 
uncomfortable than serious.

the more I respect him. I never have had any respect for those who 
say they publish liars and ulterior propagandists known by them to 
ba such, merely because some portion of their "readership" likes to | 
read lies and gratuitous plugs for political rogues and abuse of honest, 
patriotic men. They have no better moral excuse than a druggist has 
to sell narcotics without prescription because certain customers want it. 


Today I obeyed an impulse to 


do a chore that I might have done 
almost anywhere else. I went to 
the morgue of the Call-Bulletin and 
dug out the Democratic platform 
for 1932. This is a set of promises 
and repudiations which Roosevelt 
embraced as solemn pledges to all 
the people of the United States who 
at that time had the right to vote. 
I know of no accurate figures on 
the proportion of the present elec- 
torate who were electors at that 
time but I venture to say that most 
of that electorate have died and 
that most of today's electors were 
either yet unborn, or were babies, 
children or younglings too callow 
to know what it was all about. For 
that matter, few of the seasoned 
adults of that year knew what it 
was all about. Remember that in 
those days politics was a special 
interest 
of 
professionals—politi- 


cians, 
publishers, magnates of 


business, editorial writers and not 
many others. Nowadays even the 
high school kids, girls as well as 
boys, engage in jam sessions in 
which they do not know what they 
are talking about 'because their 
parents and teachers either don't 
know or turn down the page on the 
past. Probably the proportion of 
editors who are equally ignorant 
of the actual facts is about the 
same. Most of them were babies 
or cubs. 
, Here are some excerpts from 
that program of solemn promises 
and declarations of principles and 
morals which Roosevelt used to 
get himself elected by fraud: 


"A party program a covenant 


with the people to be faithfully kept 
by the party when entrusted with 
power. 


"The people are entitled to Know 


the terms of the ..contract." 


So that platform was a vow by 


Roosevelt whose grave is now 
maintained at public expense as a 
pagan shrine with his mutt beside 
him in holy ground. 


Next: "An immediate and dras- 


tic reduction of governmental ex- 
penditures by abolishing useless 
commissions and offices, consoli- 
dating departments and bureaus 
and eliminating extravagance to 
accomplish a saving of not less 
than 25 per cent in the cost of 
federal government. We call upon 
the Democratic party in the states 
to make a zealous effort to achieve 
a proportionate result. 


"Manitenance of the national 


credit by a federal budget, annual- 
ly balanced on the basis of accu- 
rate executive estimates within 
revenues raised by a system of 
taxation levied on the principle of 
ability to pay." 


No budget ever, has been bal- 


anced since then. Roosevelt never 
even pretended to try. The na- 
tional debt has gone so high that 
our dollar is now beginning to 
take on the aspects of the dis- 
credited francs ar.d shillings. Un- 
ion bosses are calling for a "min- 
imum wage," fixed by law, of 
SI.25 an hour. Aside from the fact 
that this is no legitimate business 
of the federal government, that 
figure represents a reduction of 
about 80 per cent in the purchasing 
power of the dollar. There is no 
"cheap car" today. A 40-cent steak 
costs $2.50 in an ordinary beanery. 
Beef is so expensive that even 
carriage-trade takes frogs' legs, 
spaghetti and lamb stew stretch- 
ed out with carrots and onions. 


For ten years we have been 


paying income taxes to God knows 
how many foreign governments. 
Thus we relieve citizens of those 
other nations of a portion of their 
own tax burden, and this was put 
upon us by Roosevelt through an 
administration which swelled and 
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swelled with thieves, grafters and 
parasites by the hundred thou- 
sand, heavily salted with traitors. 
Ten of Roosevelt's own relatives 
landed on the federal payroll. 
Jimmy, his son, latched on as an 
asesistant to the grand mounte- 
bank at $10,000 a year. His wife, 
Eleanor, planted the wiie of Ernest 
Lindley, the pundit of Newsweek 
magazine, on a number of pay- 
rolls. She also planted many other 
aerswnal adherents on our necks. 


There goes that dam bell again, 


but I will bet most of you never 
leard of any such promises or, if 
so, only vaguely and. in that case, 
have forgotten all about it. That 
includes not only "educators" but 
editors.

and Allied military experts cal- 
culate u will take at least three 
years to make West German arm- 
ed forces ready for combat. 


Some German sources t h i n k 


that, for political reasons, it may 
take until 1960. 


The three main factors affect- 


ing the speed of rearmament are: 


1. The Germans have to start 


from scratch to create modern 
forces for the atom age. The most 
serious shortage is lack of quali- 
fied young officers and noncoms. 


2. A mass of legislation is re-, 


quired to legalize the raising of 
armed forces. Parliament's deter- 
mination to have strict control 
over all phases of rearmament will 
make this a slow process. 


Public Reluctant 


3. The public is so reluctant to 


rearm that it will be politically 
impossible to put too much steam 


behind the drive until all possi- 
bility of a settlement with Russia 
has clearly disappeared. The oppo- 
sition Socialists are hitting 'hard 
the theme that there will still be 
a chance of getting Moscow's 
agreement to reunification of Ger- 
many so long as Bonn's armed 
forces exist only on paper. 


The top limit for the West Ger- 


man forces is 500,000 men. They 
will be divided into 350,000 soldiers 
in 12 divisions, 85,000 airmen in a 
1,300-plane tactical air force and 
65,000 sailors in a small navy. 


At least nine major laws will b« 


necessary to implement the Pans 
treaties in Germany. 


The first will be a "volunteer 


law" to «stablish a 150,000-man 
cadre for the armed forces. A con- 
scription law will be needed to en- 
able 350,000 men to be called up 
for 18 months training and then 
kept on reserve. 


New Code 


A new democratic military code 


is to replace the strict Prussian 
style regulations of the past. 


Powers to requisition land and 


property and raise funds for mili- 
tary purposes must be granted by 
parliament. 


Parliament must decide the ques- 


tion of who is to be commander in 
chief, which is sure to stir contro- 
versy. 


Parliamentary sources d o u b t 


this process can be completed 
much before the end of this year.

Householders: Saturday Is 
Deadline for SS Payments 


WASHINGTON ff>- Saturday is 


the first deadline for something 
like a million of Uncle Sam's new 
tax collectors — the householders 
who pay a domestic helper an av- 
erage of S4 a week or more. 


The new social security law that 


went into effect Jan. 1 qualified 
domestic help for social security 
If they make $50 a quarter, or 
more, from any one employer. That 
figures out to about 54 a week. 


The househol&er is required to 


make the social security payments, 
and the first one is due no later 
than Saturday. 


Those Qualified 


Payments are due for any help 


around the house who earned as 
much as $50 during January, Feb- 
ruary and March, including a baby 
sitter, maid, handyman, laundress, 
cook, housekeeper, gardener, jani- 
tor, fumaceman, governess, valet, 
butler, chauffeur or other help. 


The law puts the entire responsi- 


bility for making the social secur- 
ity tax payment for a domestic on 
the householder employer. It 
makes no difference if the domes- 
tic does not want to join up in 
social security. Nor does age make 
any difference — the teen-age ba- 
by sitter is qualified. 


"Here is what the law requires 


the householder to do: 


1. Deduct 2 per cent of the em- 


ploye's cash wages. 


2. Add another 2 per cent from 


your own pocket. If you prefer. 


you may pay the entire 4 per cent, 
deducting none from your em 
ploye's wages. 


3. Get from your local internal 


revenue or social security office a 
form — which is an envelope — 
called "Employer's Quarterly Tax 
Return for Household employes." 
You fill this in and mail it with 
the 4 per cent tax to your district 
director of internal revenue. He 
then puts you on a mailing list, 
and sends you a form near the 
end of each quarter. 


4. At the end of the calendar 


year, give your employe an ac- 
counting, in writing, of social se- 
curity payments for him during 
the year. 


The payments are due no later 


than the last day of the month 
following the end of each quarter, 
that is, the last day of April, July, 
October and_ January. 


The revenue service says delin- 


quent employers are subject to a 
penalty of 5 per cent a month of 
the tax due, up to 25 per cent, 
plus interest at 6 per cent. 


Employers who wilfully neglect 


to file and pay are subject to fines 
up to $10,000, or to a prison term 
up to one year, or both.

MADISON, Wis. If)—Democratic 


senators wrote Wisconsin political 
history today in an admittedly 
hopeless filibuster on a bill that 
would prohibit labor unions from 
contributing money to political 
campaigns. 


The eight Democrats in the 33- 


member Wisconsin Senate started 
their fight against the Republican- 
sponsored bill early Thursday and 
continued it through the early 
hours of today without letup. 


They were determined, accord- 


ing to their floor leader, Sen. Hen- 
ry Maier, of Milwaukee, to con- 
tinue the discussion indefinitely if 
possible in an effort to dramatize 
their opposition to the bill. Maier 
admitted that his forces could not 
win but said they would not quit 
until they were convinced they had 
made their point. 
> 


Republicans, who control 
the 


Senate as well as the Assembly, 
were nding out the discussion^ ap- 
parently with little concern and 
said they had no plans to check 
the Democrats although they could 
do so by parliamentary procedure. 


The bill, fought vigorously by 


labor leaders at a public hearing 
recently, passed in the Assembly 
last week 59-40. 


WASHINGTON <*— This if 
a 


quick look At history. 


How did the United Staes get 


deeply involved with Chiang Kai- 
shek, with the island of Formosa 
where he has his Nationalist gov- 
ernment, and with the Matsu and 
Quemoy island*, where he ha* gar- 
rison outposts? 


Chiang, boas of China since 1927, 


was an American ally in World 
War H. In 19*3, at a Cairo confer- 
ence, President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill 
and 
Chiang 


agreed China 'should get back For- 
mosa after the defeat of Japan. 


Japan had .held Formosa since 


1895, when the Chinese, then under 
a monarchy, lost a war with the 
Japanese and ceded the 200-mile- 
long island to them. Formosa is 
100 miles off the China coast. 


Occupied Island 


So after World War H Chiang 


occupied Formosa. But the Chinese 
Communists turned on Chiang in 
civil war. To help Chiang fight the 
Communists, the United States 
gave him two billion dollars in aid 
between the end of the war and 
1949. Nevertheless, he steadily lost 
ground to the Reds. 


On Aug. 5, 1949, the United States 


washed its hands of Chiang, giving 
him up as a lost cause, and pub- 
lished a record of its dealings with 
him. This paper said Chiang's gov- 
ernment by its own corruption had 
lost the loyalty of the Chinese 
people. Therefore, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson said, it would 
be useless for this country to in- 
tervene to save him. Th« Repub- 
licans were hot in their criticism 
of President Truman's handling of 
Chiang. 


Late in 1949 Chiang, his govern- 


ment, and the troops he had left 
fled to Formosa and some islands 
much closer to the mainland than 
Formosa. 


Truman Policy 


On Jan. 5, 1950, Truman said the 


United States would give Chiang 
no military aid, direct or indirect. 
He said the "United States will not 
pursue a course which will lead to 
involvement in the civil conflict in 
China." 


Acheson said this meant the 


United States would keep hands 
off Formosa. Republicans com- 
plained the Democrats were leav- 
ing all Asia open to the Commu/ 
nists. 


The picture changed June 25, 


960, when the North' Korean Com- 
munists attacked South Korea. On 


une 27 Truman announced he 


would defend Korea and had order- 
d th» 7th fleet to protect For- 
mosa from attack by the Chinese 
Reds and at the same- time to see 
that Chiang made no attacks on 


Red mainland. President Eisen- 


hower revoked the second part of 
the order Feb. 2, 1953. 


The Red Chinese h a r d e n e d 


American determination to defend 
Formosa by entering the Korean 
War late in 1950. Ever since, it has 
wen American policy to protect 
Formosa from Red attack. U. S. 
aid to Chiang has resumed. 


Wins Approval 


On Jan. 24, 1955, President Eis- 


enhower asked Congress for, and 
got, formal approval to defend For- 
mosa and any related areas, such 
as Matsu and Quemoy, if he 
thought they were necessary to the 
defense of Formosa. He has never 
said they were necessary. Nor has 
he ever said they weren't. 


On Feb. 9 the U. S. Senate addi- 


ionally approved a treaty pledg- 
ing this country to defend For- 
mosa. Meanwhile, the Red Chinese 
claiming Formosa, Quemoy and 
Matsu, continued military prepara- 
,ions which may end in attack. 
In justifying its support of Chiang 


before the world, the United States 
has to consider that problem of 
ownership of the three islands. 
Both the Reds and Chiang claim 
them. 


This country does not recognize 


he Reds as lawful rulers of China. 
They claim they are and show 
heir possession of the mainland 
:o back up their claim. So they 
claim that Matsu and Quemoy,

other fire. 


Nearly SO p e r s o n s , including 


seven firemen, were Injured in the 
fires. About 20 hotel occupants 
were hurt as they leaped from 
windows to escape the flames. 


Downes expressed belief that an 


arsonist dumped flammable liquid 
on stairs leading from the street 


the second floor of the hotel 


building, then ignited it. The hotel 
occupied the top three floors of the 
four-story building. 


More than 80 persons were re- 


ported to have been in the hotel 
when the fire was discovered. 
Many scurried to safety in their 
night clothes.

canned hamburger—an 8,861,020- 
pound supply which the Hoover 
Commission says is enough to last 
the Navy 60 years at present rates. 


Chairman William L>. Dawson 


(D-U1) of a House government co- 
operations subcommittee announc- 
ed neaiings next Tuesday on uie 
hamburgers and other 
findings 


listed m a recent Hoover Com- 
mission report on military food 
and clothing supplies. 


Hep. Heber: (D-Laj, head of an 


investigating armed services sub- 
committee, said a "thorough study 
of all of this material" is under- 
way. 


"So fa/, I haven't seen a satis- 


factory explanation either by the 
Hoover Commission or the Navy 
Department of this inventory," 
Hebert said. 


Secretary of the Navy Thomas 


has said the Hoover Commission 
erred in its estimate of a 60-year 
supply because 534,000 pounds of 
the canned hamburger actually is 
set aside as a "basic battle ration" 
for mobilizaaon-time use. Since the 
Navy eats up hamburger at 14,000 
pounds a month, he says, the sup- 
ply on hand would really last less 
than four years.

the Navy has a 35-year supply of 
canned

away.

WASHINGTON i#— Sen. Cape- 


hart (R-Ind) said todayhe thinks 
most Senate Republicans will back 
any decisions President Eisenhow- 
er makes in dealing with the 
Chinese Communists and the For- 
mosa situation. 


Capehart said in an interview he 


could not go along with his col- 
league Sen. Jenner (R-Ind), who 
proposecP"rhursday a resolution to 
put rhe Senate on record that no 
government official "may take part 
in any conference" which might 
result in the transfer of any terri- 
tory to a Communist state. 


Jenner's resolution, which would 


be merely an expression of Senate 
opinion, obviously was prompted 
by the increased prospect of some 
kind of talks between the United 
S t a t e s and Communist China 
aimed at relaxing tensions in the 
Formosa Strait. 


Red Chinese Premier Chou En- 


lai suggested such talks last week- 
end. 
President 
Eisenhower and 


Secretary of State Dulles have en- 
dorsed the idea, with the condition 
that there must be some evidence 
of Communist sincerity.

Hardest Field 


"Teaching speech to the deaf is 


the hardest field of education," 
says Mrs. Wilman. "Every word 
in the vocabulary must be taught 


individually and dramatized. And 
before you can begin that, you 
have to spend n long time just 
getting the child's confidence." 


What about hand signs? 
"We fight them constantly." shft 


says, "although some schools over 
the country are still teaching them. 
Signs are all right if the children 
are always going to be with other 
deaf or hard of hearing people, 
but they've got to learn to read 
lips and speak if they're going- to 
be able to get along at all in the 
outside world. We'give children 
'oral club' pins to reward them 
for not using signs. If they revert 
to the use of signs, they lose th« 
pins." 


The school doesn't take children 


unless their hearing disability is 
pretty acute. 


"It's much better for them to be 


in regular schools if they can pos- 
sibly keep up," says Mrs. Wilman. 
"Youngsters can take rebuff and 
bounce back. But if they're facing 
the world for the first time when 
they're older—it's heartbreakingly 
hard."

"This is the first time in tht 


history of the United States since 
the abolition of slavery that a 
minority has been so singularly 
chastized by federal law except as 
punishment for crime,." the Bureau 
County doctor said. 


He told the committee he de- 


clined a commission "on principle" 
when he was drafted under the 
special law in May 1953. He said 
he had 17 months of the Navy- 
supported medical program during 
World War II and held a reserve 
commission for two years after the 
war. 


"In my own case," he added, 


"I was inducted when we had two 
small children and at the time my 
wife was five months pregnant." 


WASHINGTON ffl— The Ameri- 


can Medical Assn. protested as 
"unfair" today the drafting of doc- 
tors to care for civilian depend- 
ents of military personnel. 


Dr. Walter B. Martin, of Norfolk, 


Va., president, and other AMA 
spokesmen urged the House Armed 
Services Committee to end the' 
draft of doctors and dentists when 
the present law expires June 30. 
The committee is considering a 
measure to extend the law for two 
more years. 


Dr. Martin described the law as 


"discriminatory." It makes doctors 
and dentists subject to enforced 
military service until they are 51. 
The regular draft law applies only 
to men up to 26. 


As an example of the growing 


amount of dependents' care, he 
said more than 145,000 babies were 
born in military hospitals in 1953, 
compared with 42,000 in 1948.

the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Assn., The American Assn. of 
Advertising Agencies and other af- 
fected groups to discuss the situa- 
tion.

Health authorities are continuing 


efforts to track down and con- 
fiscate the remainder of the pack- 
ages. These were understood to 
have gone to doctors and friends, 
relatives and employes of drug 
houses. 


In Nassau County, which adjoins 


New York City on Long Island, 
officials ascertained that 39 per- 
sons had been inoculated with the 
Cutter vaccine. The county hired 
a polio specialist to .keep check 
on those inoculated. 


In Westchester County, adjoin- 


ing the city's northern boundary, 
it was found that 350 shots of cut- 
ler vaccine had been shipped in. 
Some 70 doctors who used it asked 
authonties for gamma globulin, 
which sometimes eases the effects 
of polio. It was supplied.

MUD CAN MAKE A SNUG HOME 


Adobe House 
Of Southwest 
Holds Favor 


By STEVE LOWELL 


Mud homes are getting to be 


quite the thing again in the South- 
vest. 


Dr. Sherman Smith, director of 


student affairs at the University of 


Mexico, is one of the latest to 


move into one at Albuquerque. 


"We like it," he says. "We like 


t for its looks, for its quiet, tor its 
insulation." 


His mud home is newly built of 


adobe—clay mud mixed with straw, 
cut into blocks and dried in the 
sun. 


Does it look good. 
The state administration thinks 


so. The university's buildings all 
hold to the plain, clean lines of the 
traditional architecture of this land 
of the Pueblo Indians. 


And there is- a rule that homes 


built by the faculty members on 
land they lease from the university 
also must be built in Pueblo style. 


Revival of an Old Art 


Dr. Smith went all the way. He'd 


seen lots of older adobe homes on 
his many visits out here from the 
University of North Carolina where 
he used to teach chemistry. 


He learned of Bob Koehber, who 


•was stationed here in 1941, "fell 
in love with the place" and came 
back after World War H to live. 
This modern adobe construction is 
a reawakening to the value of an 
ancient building material, and Bob 
is one of the very few on the 
ground floor as a builder. 


Bob was in photography in Chi- 


cago before the war and came out 
here with an eye for art. After the 
war he married Mela Sedillo, from 
a widely-known and ancient New 
Mexico family, in 19*6. Mela was 
teaching art at the university when 
Bob met her. 


How He Got Started 


He and Mela moved into an old 


adobe home on Guadalupe Trail 
north of Albuquerque. Bob remod- 
eled it, then bought the "old ruin" 
next door and remodeled that. Then 
he began working for a convention- 
al home builder. 


"He saw my work in our home," 


Bob said, "and got interested in 
adobe construction. We were plan- 
ning to go into business together, 
but he died. A lawyer, Dave Gal- 
lagher, now of Colorado Springs, 
saw my work and liked it and I 
built him a big home—my first one. 
Since then I've built about a dozen 
and remodeled a lot of old ones." 


These new homes Bob builds of 


'dobes made by Albuquerque crafts- 
man Lolo Leyba run from $20,000 
to $30,000. 
"You don't build them fast," Bob 


explains. "It's more a hand job 
than a conventional home."

As for the old places that could 


be fixed up. -They're getting 
scarce," Bob says. "The choice 
ones have been bought and re- 
paired. What's left usually is be- 
yond repair." 


Bob has just moved Into one of 


the "choice" old one he was re- 
pairing. It's on El Camino de la 
Ladera — the Road of the Foothills, 
long ago changed by the invading 
"Anglos" to Highland Road. Bal- 
bino Martinez, Bob's chief carpen- 
ter and a member of a family here 
since the days of the Spanish Con- 
quistadore, Coronado, says the 
house is "at least 250 years old." 


Bob builds his homes in the tra- 


ditional manner but with modern 
improvements that . make them 
more substantial. For instance, the 
walls of the old homes have no 
foundation. Mela says, "The old 
places have grown into the earth." 


The new ones stand on solid con- 


crete foundations and have hard 
plaster inside and out to protect the 
mud blocks. They have the tradi- 
tional six-inch-thick earth roofs, 
but on top of that they have guar- 
anteed, modern tar-paper, asphalt 
and gravel surfaces. The tradition- 
al heavy decorative beams support 
the ceilings. On top of these are 
laid naturally - finished planks, 
straight or laid like herringbone. 
Above that is the earth roof. 


Quiet and Cool Inside 


The inside walls are the tradi- 


tional white. The ancients adopted 
that color because it was the color 
of the plaster they made from gyp- 
sum deposits like the huge dunes of 
Whit* Sands National Monument. 


The windows are deep-set with 


wide sills as in the old homes. 


Says Dr. Smith: "We live on a 


very busy street, but inside this 
house it's as quiet as can be. It's 
because the walls are a foot thick, 
and although we live under the ap- 
proach to busy Kirtland Field, the 
thick earth roof keeps out the drone 
of propellers and the shriek of 
jets." 


And Mela says: "In hot weather 


you don't know there's a summer 
outside, and winter storms never 
show a hint inside." 


Does the mud hold up? 
Scattered over New Mexico, Col- 


orado, Texas, Arizona, Utah and 
California are buildings set up in 
the time of the Spanish conquest 
hundreds of years ago. Those that 
have been kept in repair still are 
substantial. 


The Southwest also is filled with 


the ruins of those which weren't 
cared for. And you can still see the 
remains of ancient Pueblos built in 
prehistoric times. 


In Santa Fe stands the aged 


church of San Miguel. It was built 
of adobe soon after the Spanish 
reached the ancient capital in 1540. 
Making Use of 
A Window 


By ROBERT A. WANDS 


Must the kitchen sink be placed 


at the window, or is that desirable 
window space being wasted in Oie 
modern kitchen? 


Does the housewife of today have 


to stand while working in the 
kitchen, or can she work while 
comfortably seated at a counter? 


Those questions came up when 


we decided to modernize our kitch- 
en. 


Kitchens seem to be designed by 


men who must think that today's 
housewife spends all her time at 
the kitchen sink. This has resulted 
in placing the sink beneath the 
window. 


We decided the kitchen sink need 


not occupy the window space. We 
placed a counter several inches 
lower than the standard 36-inch 
height, with clear space beneath, 
at the window. This counter, at 
which the housewife can be seated, 
is generally used for food prepa- 
ration. Located between the re- 
frigerator and the stove, it seems 
to be used more than any other 
counter, space. 


The counter is constructed of 


%-inch plywood, covered with plas- 
tic laminate to match the other 
countertops and edged'with stain- 
less steel. This top is fastened to 
a framework of 1 by 3-inch pine. 


The framework is screwed to the 


window frame and to the adjoin- 
ing counter at the left. The oppo- 
site corner is supported by one 
chromium plated leg of l-inch 
pipe. The pipe is threaded to fit 
into a flange on the underside of 
the counter and into a steel foot 
fastened to the floor. A rubber 
crutch tip might have been used 
in place of the foot. 
-The length of the leg should be 
measured carefully, but slight in- 
accuracy can be compensated by 
adjusting the leg in the threaded 
flange. 


SHELLAC'S DRYING TIME 
Shellac is quick drying, harden- 


ing dust-free within 10 minutes, 
but it should not be walked on, 
even lightly, in less than an hour. 
For best results, allow at least 
three hours between first and sec- 
ond coats. If a third coat is de- 
sired, allow an overnight drying 
period.

PLAN FOR OUTDOOR LIVING

Planning the grounds around a 


house, whether you are building or 
modernizing a house, is more im- 
portant today than it used to be. 
The widespread use of glass in the 
modern home and the blending of 
indoor-outdoor living make 
the 


garden and the grounds far more 
important to today's family than 
they were a generation ago. 


When you consider that an aver- 


age lot comprises 5,000 to 6,000 
square feet of space, and the aver- 
age house occupies only about a 
fifth of that area—and sometimes 
less, especially when the lot is 
larger—you can see what you can 
gain by planning the other four- 
fifths' to provide as much living 
area as possible. 


Controlling the View 


Architects have found that the 


best way to control a view on a 
small lot is to place the outlook 
from the living room on the rear 
of the house, instead of toward the 
street. This makes it possible to 
use fences, hedges and suitable 
plantings to create whatever view 
is desired. 


Indoor and outdoor areas can 


be related by extending a terrace 
from the glass wall areas of the 
living room. And many architects 
are going a step farther. They tie 
interior space to exterior space by 
employing a flooring 
material, 


such as large clay tile of the dull 
red quarry type for both the living 
room floor and the surfacing of 
the terrace. The use of .the same 
pavement in both spaces effective- 
ly unifies the indoor and outdoor 
areas. 


An Outdoor Tile 


Red quarry tile, often used in 


foyers 
and 
around 
fireplaces, 


blends well with natural wood 
finishes. It has enough color for 
floor's so that a minimum of rugs 
are used with it It is practical for 
homes with radiant heated slabs 
and it is easy to clean and main- 
tain. 


Being frost-proof, this material 


is one. of the few interior materials 
that are suited to outdoor use.

picked it up. I waded in again and 
repeated the same rescue and 
cleaning process.

contact cement sufficient time to 
dry before bonding plastic lami- 
nate to wood.

New Clothes Tree 
Boosts Closet Use 


The efficiency of a storage 


closet can be increased from 50 
to 100 per cent by lining the 
walls with pegboard, perforated 
hardboard. Mounting such-pan- 
els on furring strips places them 
out from the wall a fraction of 
an inch to accommodate various 
metal hooks and fixtures. 


A new fixture is the closet 


tree. This comprises a verti- 
cal metal pole reaching from 
iloor to ceiling with adjust- 
able side arms extending out 
toward the walls. It 
makes 


the hanging of garments easy 
for children as well as adults. 


The height of the arms can 


be changed 
at 3-inch inter- 


vals with a screwdriver. They 
swing in arcs to allow access 
to the walls. 


.A short cut in modernizing home 


interiors—once you have decided 
on your wallpaper and paiming 
scheme—is 
to 
install Venetian 


blinds. You can do a lot of deco- 
rating tricks with Venetian blinds. 
By using a little ingenuity, you can 
employ blinds in ways that will 
save vou real money. 
' These contrivances 
can make 


windows seern much larger than 
they actually are. They can give 
you the decorative appearance of 
a window where there is no wind- 
ow. They can cut down drafts in 
'the winter and help with air cool- 
ing in the summer. 


Here's 
how the 
indoor 
ap- 


pearance of a window can be en- 
.larged. Suppose your window is 
3 feet wide. Hang 
a Venetian 


blind 4 feet wide in front of it. 
-.Build a box valance 5 feet wide 
-to accommodate the blind when 
it is raised. Hang your draper- 
ies from a rod inside that cor- 
nice so they will cover a foot or 
so on each side of the window. 


The result is that you have a 


window 5 feet wide at far as in- 
terior appearances are concerned. 


An Old Camouflage Trick 


Architects have used the same 


kind of camouflage on the out- 
side of windows- for generations 
by 
employing 
shutters 
which 


people do not use. The same tact- 
ics indoors produce the effect o£ 
a wider window -without cutting an 
expensive hole in a house.' 


Faking a window where there is 


none is just as easy. Suppose you 
have two small windows at the 
end of a room. They may be sep- 
arated by a space that could have 
been used for a third window, if 
it wouldn't have made the exterior 
design look lopsided. You can 
treat that space as a third window 


and keep a Venetian blind closed 


j over it. Or you can treat the en- 
i tire room end as a window wall, 
hanging a wide Venetian blind 
across it with draperies down the 
corners. 


As for stopping drafts, blinds 


act almost like storm windows. 
When closed they create a buffer 
space shd diffuse whatever draft 
leaks in by acting as baffles. 


In summer they insulate in an- 


other way. Tests have shown that 
when the slats of Venetian blinds 
are tilted at 45-degree angles, 
hey can reflect much heat while 
etting air circulate and add an 
insulating value varing from 20 to 
35 per cent at the window. 


Painting the Slats 


A 
decorating 
advantage 
of 


Venetian blinds is the possibility 
of painting the indoor sides of the 
slats any color to harmonize with 
a room scheme, while leaving the 
exterior sides a neutral shade to 
unify "exterior appearances. A Cal- 
ifornia manufacturer 
has 
been 


making metal Venetian blinds for 
some time in 10 or more colors on 
the inside with an ivory finish for 
uniformity on the outside. 


You can do the same tiling 


with almost any type of Venetian 
blinds. Remove the slats and place 
them inside-up on newspapers on 
the floor. New laytex base paints 
will cover them neatly without 
brush marks. Or if you can get 
the exact shade you want in one 
of the new aerosol spray cans, 
you can spray paint them as neat- 
ly as a factory job. 


As for suspension tape, you can 


get that now in virtually any con- 
trasting or blending color you 
want. Or the ladies can dye it as 
easily as they tint their frilly 
frills. 


Steel Wool Buff 
Keeps Floors Clean 


The smoother the floor, the eas- 


ier it is to clean. This applies to 
any type of flooring. Buffing with 
steel wool with an electric polish- 
er is usually the best method. In 
many places power buffers can be 
rented, or professional floor polish- 
ers can be hired to come in about 
once a month. Buffing simplifies 
the care of hardwood floors as well 
asphalt and rubber tile floors.

cent of all fires. Their careless- 
ness will cause 800 homes to burn 
today, tomorrow and every day. 
Not all will be lucky Joneseys. 
Many will die. 
What is the hazard? The oils, 


turpentine, mineral spirits and 
other 
common . ingredients in 


paints. Lacquers contain acetone 
and amyl acetate (banana oil) and 
occasionally some benzine (pe- 
troleum naphtha). Paint removers 
usually contain some benzol. Even 
kerosene and turpentine give off 
flammable vapors when heated. 


Rags containing paint or linseed 


oil or almost any vegetable or fish 


oil are subject to spontaneous 
icating under certain conditions. 
You're wise if you keep these in 
covered metal cans, or destroy 
them. 
Detergent Js Best 
For Cleaning Tile 


Soap is not recommended for 


cleaning tile work in a bathropm. 
In hard water areas, the combina- 
tion of the soap and water can 
form an insoluble film on the tile 
work. A water-softening detergent 
in warm water is more successful. 


Joints between tiles can be kept 


clean by scrubbing with a fiber 
brush. Some tile men recommend 
the use of lemon oil to prevent 
mildew and keep tile-work spark- 
ling. 


Over-Scoiiring 
Bath Fixtures 
Spoils Enamel 


Don't scour your plumbing fix- 


tures if you want them to keep 
their new and lustrous appearance. 


This is the advice of experts, 


who point out that all household 
cleansers are mildly abrasive. If 
used in moderation with plenty of 
water, most cleansers are harm- 
less. But hard scouring, with too 
much cleanser and not enough 
water, will scratch the finish of 
fixtures.

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Laying a hardwood floor is one 


of the few phases of home modern- 
ization that has noi been stressed 
as a do-it-yourself 
project. The 


reason is that expertly laid hard- 
wood floors have been compared 
with fine furniture in workman- 
ship. Both call for the hand of a 
master. 


But that doesn't mean that the 


householder who pays the bill 
should not know what he is pay- 
ing for by knowing how a quality 
floor is laid. And when a man is 
experienced in woodworking, the 
laying of a hardwood floor is a 
challenge he will accept. 


An authority in the National 


Oak Flooring Manufacturers' 
Assn. puts it this way: 


"A fellow who is adept at work- 


ing with wood can lay a hardwood 
strip floor with entirely satisfac- 
tory results, provided he studies 
the approved procedures in ad- 
vance and follows them carefully. 
Since the job does require skill, 
however, it is not recommended 
for the novice. Nor is even an ad- 
vanced amateur advised to under- 
take a large scale installation, 
such as laying hardwood floors 
throughout an entire house." 


New Trend in Floors 


Now that there's a lot of talk 


about styles changing and that 
women are talking about polished 
floors instead of complete carpet- 
ing, you might want to know how 
strip flooring is laid, whether you 
swing the hammer or pay a man 
to do it. 
Most strip flooring nowadays is 


tongued and grooved at sides and 
ends so that the pieces join snugly 
to form a -strong, solid unit. This 


material, whether it is oak, hard 
maple, birch, beech or pecan, 
comes in random lengths and in 
widths from 1% to 3% inches. The 
2^4-inch size is used most exten- 
sively. Uniform widths are cus- 
tomarily used, although unusually 
distinctive results can be achieved 
by using mixed widths. 


The material is available in 


several thicknesses. Your lumber 
dealer probably will recommend 
the 25/32-inch thickness, since that 
is the size used mostly in new con- 
struction. Thinner sizes can be 
used over old finish floors. 


What Grades Mean 


There is a choice of several 


grades, both in unfinished stock 
and in the prefinished variety. 
Prefinished flooring is completely 
treated at the mill, even to the 
waxing and polishing. It is ready 
for "service as soon as it is laid. 
Unfinished 
flooring, 
of course, 


calls for sanding and finishing af- 
ter installation. 


In unfinished oak, for example, 


you may select from among three 
grades of quarter-sawed stock and 
four grades of plain-sawed. Then 
there are three grades of prefin- 
ished oak. The lower grades cost 
less and are more than adequate 
in durability and all-around serv- 
ice, but the higher grades are more 
uniform in grain pattern and other 
natural appearances. 


Sound subflooring beneath strip 


hardwood;flooring is a must for a 
top quality job. Conventional joist 
.construction found in attics and 
throughout most houses calls for a 
subfloor of a good grade of lum- 
ber. The boards should be about 
an inch thick and not more than 6 


inches wide. Wider boards are sub- 
ject to excessive expansion and 
contraction. Square-edged rather 
than tongue and grooved boards 
are preferred, since snug joining 
is avoided in subflooring. 


Nailing a Subfloor 


The boards should be spaced 


about 14-inch apart and face-nailed 
solidly at every bearing point with 
two tenpenny nails. Plenty of nail- 
ng is of paramount importance 
:o avoid floor squeaks. For maxi- 
mum firmness of a subfloor, ar- 
range all boards so that joints al- 
ways rest on bearing points. No 
board ends are allowed to hang 
between joists. 


In the best subflooring, boards 


are laid diagonally. This not only 
adds bracing - strength 
to the 


building, _but permits laying the 
strip flooring either lengthwise or 
crosswise in a room. In a rectang- 
ular room, the finish flooring gen- 
erally presents the most attractive 
appearance when it runs in the 
direction of the longest dimension. 


The laying of a hardwood floor 


should be delayed until other con- 
struction work is finished. All 
plumbing, electrical wiring, plast- 
ering and painting must first be 
completed. In this way the floor

will be protected from marring 
Also the hardwood will be guarded 
against excessive expansion and 
contraction because of wet plaster. 


An excellent precaution is to 


have hardwood flooring delivered 
at least four or five days before 
it is to be laid. In cold or damp 
weather maintain a temperature 
of about 70 degrees in the room 
and pile the flooring there loosely 
This will condition the wood so 
that its moisture content will be 
adjusted to that prevailing in th 
room. 


If possible, arrange for delivery 


of your hardwood on a dry day. I 
that is not practicable, at leas' 
make sure that it is well covere< 
from the time it leaves the ware 
house until it is placed in th 
room. 


Water Softener 
s Now Standard 
[n Many Homes 


Water softeners are becoming 


standard equipment in many mod- 
ern homes. In hard water areas, 
these units have been found to pay 
For themselves in savings in soap 
and detergents. 


The Water Conditioning Founda- 


tion reports that in a typical area 
where water is moderately hard, 
as much as IVz pounds of soap 
may be destroyed for every 100 
gallons of water used in bathing, 
laundering and house cleaning. 


When soap is added to hard 


water, a certain amount of the 
soap is used up in taking the hard- 
ness out of the water. This is so 
much lost soap as far as washing - 
effectiveness is concerned. -. 


Ah objectionable by-product of 


soap in hard water is the familiar 
soap scum which shows up as a 
ring in the bathtub, a dull film on 
freshly washed silver and glass- 
ware and a gray cast on. launder- 
ed linen. 


In many communities water 


softeners are rented by the month 
from established service organiza- 
tions. 


Steps Show Skill Needed 
To Get a Quality Floor 


IRST SWEEP a subfloor clean and

A house plan that is both com- 


pact and contemporary, 
without 


sacrificing 
comfort, beauty 
and 


convenience, can be called modern. 


To win that designation, a house

The arrangement of both the 
lavatory and the main bathroom il- 
lustrate some of the advantages 
offered by modern interior rooms 
when it comes to planning the re- 
mainder of a house. 


A small bathroom with a stall 


shower, adjoining the master bed- 
room, still is located on the exter- 
ior wall, but the Homograf design- 
ers of this house, suggest that an 
outer wall of glass block and a ven- 
tilating fan could increase uie effi- 
ciency of the room over inclusion 
of a window.

Often invisible 
in the form of vapor, it can perme- 
ate from all directions and destroy 
silently and unnoticed. It can cause 
the best of paints to blisted and 
peel. It can feed the fungus spores 
of mildew and cause lumber to rot. 
lit can eat away expensive metal 


I work through rust and corrosion. 
And because moisture can cancel 
the value of insulation, the Nation- 
al Mineral Wool Assn. has compiled 
this outline of a survey you can 
make—23 way to keep your house 
dry: 


1. CHECK shingles for broken, 


loose, or missing units. 


2. LOOK for rust, corrosion, or 


displacement of flashing around 
chimney, vent pipes, or roof val- 
leys and at junctions of roofs and 
walls. 
3. KEEP gutters clean of debns 


and leaves. See that they are 
properly connected to downspouts 


with a strainer over connection. 
Cover gutters with %-inch hard- 
vare cloth if near trees. 


*. HAVE downspouts drain into 


sewers, dry wells or on splash 
blocks to direct water away from 
the foundation. Are they of ade- 
quate size? 


5. EXAMINE eaves for signs of 


leaks, blistered paint, need for 
flashing under shingle to guard 
against ice dams. 


6 EXAMINE chimney cap, flue 


lining and brickwork for 
any 


cracks. Watch soot deposit. 


7. SEE THAT skylights and other 


roof opening are tight. Check for 
leaks, loose putty, cracked or brok- 
en glass, flashing, or paint failures. 


8, CHECK WALLS of brick for 


flashing and calking around open- 
ings. Check stucco for cracks, dis- 
coloration, or wet streaks after 
rain. Watch wood for paint blister- 
ing, moisture content of bottom 
sidings, need for calking and paint

paint, flashing, calking and weath- 
er-stripping, storm sash, excessive 
sweating. Also for drip grooves un- 
der window sills.

vapor barrier over soil. 


11. CONCRETE SLAB—Is floor 


isolated from foundation by a bi- 
tuminous joint? Place a rubber 
mat on floor to see if moisture 
collects under it. A dehumidifier 
may be needed in summer. 


12. BASEMENT floor—check with 


rubber mat, look for signs of flood- 
ed basement, eliminate moisture 
sources. 


13. FOUNDATIONS and base- 


ment walls—In most soils, walls 
below grade should be water- 
proofed.

Check for signs of sweating, loose 
nutty, worn paint. 
" 21. HUMIDIFIERS on heating 
plants or portable space heaters 
should be discontinued it indoor 
humidity is above 40 per cent 
when outdoor temperature is above 
10F.

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How Insulating Tiles Can 
Be Put on Your Ceilings 


Insulation board tile offers the 


home handyman an easy way to 
create an attractive ceiling in 
basement or attic and at the same 
lime block much of the sound and 
heat loss that otherwise would be 
transmitted. 


Planning the job properly is the 


only phase that is not so easy. The 
actual application of the material, 
for anyone handy with hammer 
and saw, is more simple than the 
planning. 


So let's face it: First, get a few 


sheets of paper, a pencil and a 
tape measure. Find the length and 
the width of the ceiling and make 
a drawing of this aiea to scale. 


Now draw a line through the 


center of this rectangle vertically, 
and another line through the cen- 
ter horizontally This is necessary 
because application of ceiling tile 
begins at the center of a room. 
This permits partial tiles along 
the edges of the finished ceiling 
to be of a uniform width 


Various Size Tiles 


Decide on the size of tile you 


plan to use—they come in 12 by 


12 inches, 12 by 16 inches and oth- 
r dimensions. Show on your scale 
rawing where each piece will ap- 
pear. You can do this by starting 
le first course lengthwise with the 
oom along the horizontal center 
ine, with one end of the first tile 
flush against the vertical center 
me. 


Unless the ceiling has been fin- 


shed before, you'll need furring 
strips. These should be 1 by 3-inch 
jtrips of boards, nailed wall to wall 
across the ceiling at right angles 
o exposed rafters or joists. The 
umng strips must be spaced so 
hat one side of each tile can be 
nailed to them. So if you're using 
12 by 12-inch tile, your 1 by 3 fur- 
ring strips should be 9 inches 
apart. 


To play it safe, show on your 


drawing exactly where Hie fur- 
ring strip* will go. After your 
sketch is complete, take it to your 
building supply dealer. He will be 
able to make any corrections need- 
ed and can tell you exactly how 
many pieces of tile and furring 
strips you need. 


Fastening Ceiling Tile 


With your material on hand, 


you're ready for a hammer, saw 
and nails. It's possible to use an 
automatic stapling hammer for 
faster application. Or you can ap- 
ply the tile with adhesive. But it's 
wise to discuss these methods with 
the dealer. 
Fastening the tiles starts with 


the first course at the center of the 
room, the same as you started 
your working sketch. One side of 
the first tile is placed flush with 
the horizontal center line and one 
end is flush with the vertical line 
The tongue on the tile, to be fitted 
into a groove in the next ule 
should always be the leading or 
exposed edge- 


On almost every ceiling tile job 


the tile that goes up against the 


wall must toe trinftned to fit. The 
width of tfrese border units should 
be as nearly equal as possible on 
opposite sides of the room. This is 
why a careful drawing and good 
banning are necessary to get the 
lob done properly. 
You can use this same principle 


with virtually any type of ceiling 
tile, including perforated acousti- 
cal tiles. 
Most Cellar Water 
Comes From Roof 


More cellar dampness Is caused 


by roof water than by underground 
water sources. Tests have shown 
that in most cases the ground 
water level is well below a cellar 
floor. 
Cellar walls can normally keep 


out the amount of rain water that 
falls on the ground next to the 
foundation. But when the greatly 
increased drainage of a roof is al- 
lowed to seep into the small areas 
next to house, cellar walls are sub 
jected to a task for which they 
were not designed.

UNEVEN FLOORS 


When buying hardwood flooring, 


check carefully the species you 
order.

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The best type of roofing for your 


house depends on three major 
factors: (1) location of your house, 
(2) the style of your roof, and 
(3) your preferences for color and 
appearance. 


Location figures in because of 


economy. If you live in a lumber- 
ing region, you may find wood 
ghingles more economical 
than 


Cther roofing materials. And in 
•ome places slate and tile can still 
be afforded. But in most parts of 
the country, asphalt shingles prove 
to be the most expedient—so much 
so that in recent years they have 
monopolized more than 80 per cent 
of the market. 


The style of a roof is a factor 


Insofar as pitch or slope is con- 
cerned. A flat roof calls for built 
up roofing—something that water 
will not back up under and which 
the wind will not be likely to rip 
off Also, the steeper the pitch of 
a roof, the bigger the roof area 
and the more roofing material is 
required. This lends further im- 
portance to economy. 


The Main Styles 


Most homes and farm structures 


today have roofs of one of five 
Styles—gable, hip, shed, gothic, or 
gambrel. The gable roof, with two 
eloping sides that meet at the top 
to form a ridge, is the kind used 
most frequently. It originated in 
northern climates to provide for 
Shedding heavy loads of snow. It 
was kept in milder climates be- 
•ause of its ease of construction 
ind maintenance. It provides gea-

erous attic space. If this space is 
used for rooms, dormer windows 
can be cut into the roof surface. 


The hip -roof also is popular on 


houses, primarily for appearance. 
It tends to give a house a lower 
look and so it is often used for 
modern architectural designs. How- 
ever, it 'is more difficult to venti- 
late'than a gable roof, providing 
no places for conventional louvers, 
such as those used in gable ends. 
Some hip roofs have been equip- 
ped with ventilating cupolas, oth- 
ers with ventilating slits that are 
no more conspicuous than a raised 
shingle, here and there. Hip roofs, 
however can sometimes present 
problems for the use of attic fans. 


The shed roof has become a 


favorite of modern home archi- 
tects. As its name indicates, it is 
the tvpe used on a shed, sloping 
in one direction. The butterfly roof 
is a variation, comprising two shed 
roofs sloping toward each other in 
the center, where drainage is pro- 
vided. 


Pitch Dictates Material 


Most shed roofs provide very 


little space for insulation and ven- 
tilation. When their pitch is too 
low, 
approaching a flat roof in 


appearance, the use of shingles 
may be prohibited. In the past, the 
use of economical asphalt shingles 
on pitches of less than 4 inches per 
foot was not recommended. Re- 
cently, however, new techniques 
involving the use of roll roofing on 


I a flat deck under the asphalt shin- 
gles, and carelul cementing down, 
of all shingle tabs, has made the 
use of asphalt shingles acceptable 
on pitches as low as 2 inches per 


I foot. 


Gothic and gambrel roofs are 


used mainly for barns. Both of 
these types provide generous stor- 
age space for hay. The penchant

staining wood kitchen cabinets. 
They were compiled after experi- 
ments on clear ponderosa pine 
cabinets in both assembled and 
knockad-down form. 


A knocked-down, or "KD" kitch- 


en cabinet is entirely pre-cut and 
sanded. It is assembled and in- 
stalled with a hammer and screw 
driver. 


For staining, ask for a sample 


piece of the same material the 
cabinet is made of. Try the color 
stain on this sample piece and ap- 
ply a finish coat of varnish or 
lacquer to see the effect. If the 
sample is siutable, proceed with 
the job as follows: 


1. Clean the wood surface of all 


dust, dirt and grease. 


2. Apply the stain and wipe it 


off to get the desired depth of 
color. The longer the stain is al- 
lowed to penetrate before wiping, 
the darker the color becomes. 


3. Apply one or two coats of 


clear, satin varnish (dull finish 
varnish) or latquer. 


4. Sand lightly between coats to 


keep surfaces smooth.

about 250 working hours, six cases 
of skinned knuckles, eight assorted 
contusions, a dozen Monday morn- 
ings when you feel more like going 
to an osteopath than your own of- 
fice and 843 reminders from your 
wife that, after all, even a profes- 
sional master carpenter takes some 
time for his family and if you think 
she's going to keep dinner waiting 
every single Saturday and Sunday 
night, you've got another . . - 


These are the hardships but don't 


let them faze you. The rewards are 
great. A playhouse is better than a 
playroom in the main house (see 
how grand you begin to sound!). It 
saves wear and tear at home. It re- 
moves the noise a safer distance. 


But more important, you'll feel 


like a hero yourself. Making end 
tables or finishing off a basement 
is one ^tind of ego food. But build- 
ing a house—creating a solid floor, 
making a wall that stands, nailing

How This Project Grew 


finished, it curiously had acquired 
weight.

The walls were framed together 


on the ground, of 2 by 3's. On the 
advice of the man at the lumber 
yard, I remembered to provide for 
windows.

I said, 
you're on. So I made room in the 
studding for windows 20" by 32". 


A Concession to Tradition 


I decided on a peaked roof be- 


cause a shed roof, while easier, 
looks so much like a shed. The 
rafters are 2 by 4's. First, came 
the ridge pole, 10 feet long, which 
gave me overhang. Then one roof 
rafter was fitted up, the angle of 
the cut and the place where the 
.rafter had to be notched to fit on 
the top of the wall were drawn. This 


When I first thought about a play- 


house, I thought about some thing 
small, simple and inexpensive. But 
then my kids played a dirty trick 
on me. They grew. 
The result is a house eight feet 


long, six feet wide, six feet high at 
the eaves and seven and a half feet 
high at the peak of the roof, the un- 
der side of which, by gosh, is the 
latest thing, a cathedral ceiling.

Mexico h Mystified by Do-It- Yourself Hobbies 
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This Glass Table Top 
Covers a Smart Basket 


By JACK RUTLEDGE 


MEXICO CITY W— Mexico has 


reacted to the do-it-yourself hobby 
with an indifferent "Why?" 


Labor is so cheap that Mexicans 


who can afford a hobby prefer one 
with more prestige and glamour. 


"We don't even stock the do-it- 


yourself gadgets," says Jack Rud- 
dy of Salinas y Rocha, Mexico's 
largest department store chain. 
"The hobby just doesn't click down 
here." 


For centuries the lower classes 


out of pure necessity have been 
"doing-it-tfiemselves" — building 
adobe homes, making their own 
simple furniture, even weaving 
cloth for their clothes and molding 
pottery for kitchen needs. They 
still do. 


The middle class, which has 


made do-it-yourself a six-billion- 
dollar-a-year business in the United 
States, is comparatively small in 
Mexico. 


And Mexico's middle class shuns 


the hobbyfor several reasons. For 
one thing, many of this group have 
just pulled themselves out of the 
lower bracket, and doing manual 
labor could mean loss of face. 


A major reason is that the salary 


of the average white collar work- 
er or government employe is too 
small to finance the necessary 
gadgets, which would cost more 
here because of high import duties 


Take a man making 600 pesos 


($48) a month—not an unusual in- 
come. To get a $200 lathe he would 


lave to cough up 2,600 pesos. A 
;100 drill press would be 1,250 
jesos. Even a sample utility drill 
neans 500 pesos, almost a month's 
pay. 


That leaves, the upper class as 


potential 
do-it-yourselvers, and 


jven in the United States this 
»roup produces few such hobby- 
.sts. 


Those of the Mexican upper 


class could easily afford the esti- 
mated $2,000 needed to provide the 
outfit a complete hobbyist needs. 
But other hobbies appeal to them 
more. And a rich man who prefers 
to sit home and make a table to 
playing polo or even golf is consid- 
ered eccentric. 


Put yourself in the place of a 


middle class Mexican 
making, 


say, as much as 2.000 pesos ($160) 
a month: 


He has a small home in the 


suburbs which he is paying for on 
the installment plan. The install^ 
ments take up a sizeable chunk of 
his pay. But he's a proud home- 
owner and wants an attractive 
place. 
He wants it to look nice to out- 


siders, so that means a lawn and 
flowers. Should he pay about 1,875 
pesos for a power mower when he 
can hire a man to cut his lawn- for 
maybe 10 pesos every two weeks? 


Or say he wants a painted shelf 


in his closet, covered with fringed 
paper. Merely assembling the nec- 
essary material is complicated. 
He'd have to go to one store for 


paint, another for lumber, a third 
or supports, a fourth for paper* 
;t's far easier—and cheaper—to 
Day a carpenter about 20 pesos a 
lay to do the footwork as well as 
the woodwork, particularly as the 
tools needed would run into huiv 
dreds of pesos. 


Well, you say, how about pride 


of accomplishment? 


A Mexican is artistic rather than 


utilitarian. He would much rather 
point to a painting of a nude over 
the mantlepiece and say "I did 
that" than boast of a handmade 
fence around the yard.
